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SUMMARY OF THE METEOROLOGICAL AND' RAINFALL OBSERVA‘IO 
* TAKEN IN BENGAL FOR THE WEEK ENDING THE 26m DECEMBER 
1884. : 


Ar the close of the previous week, a small cyclonic storm, which had generated in the 
south ot the Bay, had passed across the Southern Madras coast, and, with the inrush of 
moist winds following in its path, had given very heavy rainfall over the south of the 
Peninsula. The strong monsoon thus blowing on the Magras ,coast had rather intensified 
the north-east monsoon conditions in Bengal, and at the commencement of the present week, . 
all the conditions were favourable for the continuance of the previous weil defined characters 
of the present cold weather, which has hitherto been marked by abnormally low tempera- 
tures, especially at night, and extremely high barometric pressure. 

On the first day in the week (the 20th) pressure increased very rapidly in Bengal, and 
it was then extremely high, but at the same time rain{ull and wind velocities commenced 
to decrease on the Madras coast, showing that the strength of the monsoon was decreasing, 
and on the 21st a rapid fall of the barometer commenced in Benysl, which was attended 


by a ee increase of temperature. The falling barometer and increasing 


temperature continued on the 22nd, 23rd and 24th, and from well understood causes 
during this peridd of falling barometer, skies clouded over, particularly in Orissa, and also 
in South-West gal and in Chutia Naypur, and light rain was reported on the 28rd and 
24th from most of the stations in Qrissa, and at a few stations in South-West Bengal, 
North Bengal and Chutia Nagpur. The rapid fall of the barometer was, however, succeeded 
on the 25th by a partial recovery, which was followed again on the 26th by a further 
decrease of pressure. The changes of temperature during these two days were small and 
variable, but with the increase of pressure noted on the 25th, skies again cleared and rain 
ceased to fall. 

Pressure—W as, as noticed above, very high, and indeed far above the normal at the com- 
mencement of the week under review, but it then experienced a steady fall for four days, suc- 
ceeded by a slight rise, and then another fall. The mean for the week has therefore not been 
far removed from the normal pressure, and for the whole Province there has been only the slight 
excess of 0°01”. The excess was, however, greatest, as has previously been the case, in Behar, 
and least in South-West Bengal and Orissa, The extreme variations from the mean pressure 
were an excess of 0'035” at Durbhanga, and a defict of 0°013” at False Point. This compara- 
tively large excess pressure in Behar has been a prominent feature ia the meteorology of 
Bengal for the past few weeks, 

Temperature—W as in the previous week almost equal to the normal, but as pointed 
out before, for four days in the week, at almost all stations temperature steadily increased, 
so that the mean for the week has, in most cases, been decidedly in excess of the normal. 
Thus Calcutta and a great part of South-West Bengal show an excess of between 2° and 8°, 
while the average excess for the whole province was about 1°, ‘I'he increase in temperature 
has again been most marked in the night temperatures, and the following table, which gives 
the actual and normal mean maximum and minimum temperatures at eight stations, shows 
clearly that, while the day temperatures in Bengal have on the average been almost exactly 
normal for the past weck, the night temperatures have averaged 2°8° in excess of the

383, and concludes by remarking that “the larger number of sardars 
received recruiting certifitates during the year must have given a 
ed impulse to sardars’ recruitmont and probably also to free emigration.” An 
ise in the number of gardon-sardars liconsed under the Act cannot have 
lated free emigration unless such sardars were employed to recruit free emi- 
ss. This, however, they cannot legally do so long as they retain their licenses. 
vas the intention of the Act and the rulés frastiod under if” that recruitment 
licensed agencies should be kept wholly separate from recruitment by 
iconsed agencies. If licensed psadonscanediccn have, under thé -cover of their 
wes, removed emigrants from their districts without registration, they’ 
mitted a distinet breach of the Jaw. The Lfoutenant-Governor is under 
impression that such a practice does prevail to some extent, and this 
resdion is-qtrengthoned by what he has read in the Report of the Assam 
ministration on the working of the Act during 1883,, The question thus 
wises—shbuld the practice be brought into harmony with thedaw, or should the 
law be altered to suit the practice? If the practice-growe still further, and is, 
not accompanied by any serious abuses, it is questionable whether any alteration 
in the law would be satisfactory, short of its repeal. When an Inland Emigra- 
tion Act was first placed on the Statue book, the intention was to protect the 
emigrant; but with the growing prevalence of “free” emigration, tha retention 
of such an Act would serve as a protection, not so much to the emigrant as 
to the planter. The Lieutenant-Governor does not at the present moment 
assert that the planter stands-in need*of no protection; but he is disposed 
to the view that, with the rapid development of casy means of communication 
betweon Assum and Bengal, the justification fog any special emigration law 
is disappearing. And Mr. Rivers Thompson is the more‘ inelined to thia 
ziew, when he considers that the present law seems to admit of beifig largely 
es mainly in the interests of the parties who stand least in want of speciil 
“tection. ‘The tune, in the Licutenant-Governor’s opinion, cannot be far 
ant when labour in Assam must be regulated by the ordinary contract lew. 
, .A point in-connvction with free emigration, upon which further infor 
ms.ion is desired, is the nature of the authority given by employers ta 
subordiuate agents who collect tree eeaigrants. No doubt a written aut’ 
of is must be te to Sea ersons, bit a ig ‘ understood 
some yates this consists of a printed form not readi pe oy inguist 
the lipase grtinted to garden-sardars under the Act.

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emigration laws. It is the Lieutenant-Governor’s hope that the time for this 
may shortly come. Meanwhile good may be done by a free interchange of 
communications between Assam and Bengal district officers, and thorough 
inspections in the labour districts. 

10. Seven recruiters’ licenses were cancelled during tho year for mis- 
conduct, being 1:47 por cent. of the total number of such licenses granted. 
The percentage of licenses cancelled in 1882 was 2°61. The number of 
licenses granted to local agents was less by two than in 1882, but each of 
them had on an average 45°26 sardars under him as against 22°17 in that 
year. This shows that employers of Jabour approve of tho system, while the 
absence of complaints from district officers seoms to indicate that it has worked 
well. Most of the agents are men of education and intelligence, who are in 
@ position to understand their responsibilities under the Act, und who are 
interested in retaining appointments which possess a substantial value. Only 
one gardcn-sardar’s liconse was cancelled for misconduct. This, howevor, 
can hardly bo taken as a test of tho behaviour of garden-sardars gonorally. 
Their oporations come less directly under the notice of the district officers 
than those of recruiters, while the people generally are less ready to com- 
plain against men of thoir own village and caste than against the up-country 
men usually selected as recruiters. 

11. Tn paragraph 4 of the Resolution on the Report for 1882, tho 
Superintendent of Emigration was requested to furnish details of the localities 
which supply the emigrants of the ycar. Dr. Grant, however, appears to 
have found some difficulty in ascertaining the district of residence as contradis- 
tinguished from that of registration, and his difficulty is explained by the fact 
that at certain seasons people leave their homes for work in other districts, and, 
not finding it to their satisfaction, emigrate. It is well; however, that the 
attempt to ascertain the districts which supply emigrants to the labour districts 
choala be persevered in as far as practicable. 

12. Of the 7,540 emigrants registered for transmission to Assam through 
the Calcutta dopéts, only 6,193 reached Calcutta.’ This considerable reduction 
,in numbers is thus accounted for —

‘Taking both set of depdts together, the total reduction comes to B74, or . 
7°61 per cent. on the number nee The corresponding figures for’ 882 
are 150, or 2°34 per cent.’n the number registered. It is true that detention 
in the: mofussil depéts accounts for a large proportion of the increase; but, even’: 
after allowing for this, the fact remains that the mortage of desertjon 
hay risen both in. mofngsil and in Calcutta depdts. Including 251 
emigrants eft over from last-year, and two bor in depdt, the total 
cree ‘of emigrants accommodated at the depdts al the year was 
7,246. Ofthese, 58 were rejected, 372 were discharged, 436 desettad, 8 died 
of cholera and’ 6 from other causes, making a total of 875 casualties. Of the 
rechainder, nut bering,6,371, 6,028 ete gem to Goalundo, leaving 843 in 
dapit at ‘the close of the year, The demh-rate was only 1:2 per thousand of 
the'total namber admitted’ into defit. The percentages of desertions and . 
discharges ‘are ‘slightly less than in 1882. In‘a¢cordance with the instructions — 
tyen ia paragraph 6.of the Resolution on last yete’s .Keport, the Superinten- 
nt as made petsonal enquiries into this qn “Te assumes that the same 
vee gonount for desertions av discharges, and very likely be the 
bale Obenge.cf mind, change of circums considerations of ‘caste or 
mchuotimmorancs of the distance,to. be travelled, fraud by the recruited - 
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false pretences on the part of the emigrant himself—all these’ causes go to 
account for the desertions and discharges which reduce the number of emigrants 
rogistered in any given year. Nothiug moro definite than this can be said. 

13. Out of 2,836 emigrants registered for transmission from the recruiting 
districts to Cachar and Sylhet by way of Goalundo, only 1,994 arrived, 17 were 
left behind, 19 died, and 306 or 13-09 deserted. No explanation is offered of this 
very large proportion of desertions. The Superintendent should ascertain and 
report whether the contractor, Buboo A. T. Mookerjec, can assign any reason for 4 
circumstance which primd facie throws discredit upon his recruiting operations. 
The number of emigrants despatched from Caleutta and accommodated in the 
Goalundo depéts was 8,042. Deducting 51 desertions, 14 deaths, and 13 released 
from their engagements, there romained 7,964 emigrants to lh» despatched to the 
labour districts. Of these, 7,897 were actually shipped, leaving 67 in depét at the 
close of the year. Besides these, $48 sardars’ emigrants embarked for Assain in 
steamers without having passed through the contractors’ depdts. 

14, Including the 548 sardars’ coolies noticed above, 8,445 emigrants and 
dependents embarked at Goalundo during the year. Of these, 3,908 were 
conveyed by the steamers to Assam Proper and 4,537 to Cachar and Sylhet by 
country-boats. Tho average length of the st®amer passages was 17 days, and 
the average number df passengers 78.. Of 50 trips made, 46 were fgee from 
cholera. There were 16 deaths—13 from cholera and 3 from other causes. The 
accommodation, fittings ventilation, and wator-supply of the vessels have been 
favourably reported on throughout the year. 

15. Among the 4,537 emigrants embarked for Cachar and Sylhet in 
303 country-boats, carrying an average of 14:97 emigrants apicce, 43 deaths 
occurred—36 from cholera and 7 from other causes. The death-rate was 
less than in 1882, and the decreaso is attributed by Dr. Richards, the Super- 
intendent of Emigration at Goalundo, to the almost total absence of cholera, 
along the route to Cachar and Sylhet. 

16. The statistics of emigration vid Dhubri direct, given by Dr. Grant in 
section IV of the Report, were supplied by the Deputy Commissioner of Goalpara 
and correspond with those entered in the Annual Report on Immigration vid 
Dhubri for the year 1883, a copy of, which has been forwarded to this Govern- 
ment by the Assam Administration. It appears that 17,106 labourers and 
their dependents left the recruiting districts for Dhubri, and that 16,983, com- 
prising 6,791 sardars’ coolies registered under the Act and 10,192 free 
emigrants, reached their destination. After allowing for deductions and addi- 
tions at Dhubri and on the journey to the tea districts, 16,72 actually arrived 
at the gardens out of a total of 16,865 despatched from Dhubri. 

17. * On summitig up the results of the year’s operations, it will be found 
that 9,876 reeruiters’ coolies and their dependents were registerod during the 
year. Adding 300 for births and for emigrants remaining on from the previous 
year, the number available for Assam rises to 10,176. After deducting 1,991, 
or 19°56 per cent., for casualties, thero remain 7,775 who actually reached the 
tea districts, of whom 3,345 went to Assam, 2,692 to Sylhet, and 1,738 to 
Cachar. for sardars’ coolics equally precise figures are not available. It can 
only ‘be said. that 5,291 emigrants of this class were registered for transmission 
by routes other than Dhubri, and that 6,791 actually arrived at Dhubri—in 
all 12,082. Besides these, 10,192 free emigrants reached Dhubri through 
agencies working outside the emigration law. After despatch from Dhubri, 
no separate record of sardari and free emigrants appears to be available, 
Taking both together, 16,983 reached Dhubri, 16,865 were despatched from 
Dhubri, and 16,723 arriyed at their deatjnation fh the tea districts. On 
the whole, it is clerr thatthe Act of 1882 has given a remarkable impulse to 
‘emigration, and-in particular to the sardari and free systems, in which the 
amount of assistance rendered by Government to the emigrant, or the amount 
of contrel exercised by Government over the recruiter, is reduced to a minimum. 
If the present rate of progress is maintained for a few years, it will, in 
Mr. Rivers Thompson’s opinion, be :e subject for consideration whether.the 
time will not have come for Government ‘to withdraw from‘all legislative 
interference with the Jabour supply of Assam.

Bevlanation of Summary.—'Tho normal mepns of air pressure and temperature aro the arithmetical averages or means of the 
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Statement of Rainfall in Bengal for the week ending Friday (6 p.m.), the 27th June tab. 
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SUMMARY OF THE METEOROLOGICAL AND RAINFALL OBSERVATIONS 
TAKEN IN BENGAL DURING TILE WEEK ENDING THE 277m JUNE 1884. 


Tue disappearance of the cyclonic disturbance at the head of the Bay, described in 
last week’s report, wag followed by the extension of south-west monsoon winds over the 
whole Province. They brought up much aqueous vapour, and gavo general and abnudant 
rain to all parts of the Province except the most southern portions of Orissa and Chutia 
Nagpur. This continned until the 22nd or 23rd, when the winds became rapidly feebler. 
The diminution in the amount of rainfall was at first shown in South Bengal aud Orissa. 
The .shifting of the winds in that part of the Provinee on the 24th or 25th. to ciree- 
tions between north-east and norch-west, indicated that it was due to the formation of another 
small cyclonic circulation at the hea of the Bay. This, although apparently very small, 
has been remarkably persistent. It has continued to occupy aluost fhe same position for 
several days. At the same time unnsually @trong winds are blowing on the Ceylon and 
Coromandel coast, in the latter case from the west, almost certainly indicating unsettled 
squally weather, with heavy rain, over the centre and perhaps the north of tlie Bay. When 
the disturbance at the head of tLe Bay, due to these conditions, passes away, it will probably 
be followed by another inrush of moisture apd general rain over the Province. 

Pressure.—The variations of pressure during the week were very irregular, and maialy 
dependent on, and connected with, rainfall. Pressure was low at the eud of last week, but 
increased at the commencement of the week under review. In South Bengal and Orissa 
it began to diminish after the 23rd, The fall continued until the end of the week, and 
was partly due to the formation of a slight barometric depression in the north-west angle 
of the Bay. This, although very small, has influenced the weather in Bengal considerably, 
modifying the wind directions and diminishing the amonnt of the rainfall. The barometer 
was unusually low in Bebar op the 22nd and 28rd, after which it rose. The fluctuations 
were smaller in amount in. Vast and North Bengal. The barometer was, however, falling 
generally at the end of the week. The mean pressure of the week was either normal or 
slightly below the average in Chutia Nagpur and Behar, and Iseally at Calentta. It was 
03” above it in Orissa and the greater part of South-West Beugal, and -05” above it in 
East Bengal. 

Temperature—Was consideraily below the average during the greater part of the 
week in consequence of the general and heavy rainfall. It was steadily below it during 
the first four davs of the week ; it inereased rather rapidly on the 25th, and was above the 
normal én Orissa, Chuti: Nagpur and South Bengal on the 26th, and over the whole Province, - 
except South Behar, on the 27th. The mean temperature of the week was henoe below 
the average for the whole Province. The deficiency averaged 8° for South Behar, 24° for 
Chutia Nagpur and Hast Bengal, 2° for South-West Bengal, aud 14° for Orissa. Cuttack was 
the only station at which a maximum temperature execeding 100° occurred. The highest 
at that station during the weck was 100°4°. 

Winds.—During the first four days of the weck moderately strong winds, approximately 
normal indirection, prevailed over the whole Province. ‘the easterly winds in Behar were 
unusually strong on the 2lst and 22nd. Winds then began to fall off in strength. This 
was followed in Behar and Chutia- Nagpur by the establishment of westerly winds on the 
25th. ‘They were probably the continuation of the monsoon winds of the Bombay coast. 
They were, however, replaced on the 26th by light and unsteady easterly winds, The 
winds in South Bengal and Orissa shifted round to directions between north-east and north- 
aa on the 25th, indicating the formation of a slight depression near the head of the

Rainfall —Abundant rain has fallen during the past week in every part of the Province. 
Rain wes received in every district during the 2ist, 22nd, and 23rd. It was heaviest on the 
2)st and 22nd inthe Balasore and South Miduayore districts, Contai reecived 7:84 inches 
on the 2]st, and Saugor Island 542 inches on the 23rd. During the next two days, the 
24th and 25th, general rain continued to fallin East and North Bengal and in Behar. 
Local showers occurred in South-West Bengal and Orissa. ‘The rainfall was specially 
heavy during this period in the Dacca, Commfillah, Mymensingh, Bogra, Rungpore and 
Cvoch Behar districts.

The total rainfall of the weck was very considerably in excess in the Chittagong, 
Balasore, South Midnapore, Jessore, Dacca, Commillah, Mymensingh, Bogra, and toa 
less extent in the Rajshahye, Barrisal, Dinagepore, Mozufferpore, Durbhunga, Chumparun 
and Patna districts. , a 

The only districts in which it was noticeably below the average wore the Darjeeling 
Hill District, which has -received,raipfall steadily below thenormal during the present year 
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ap to date, the Pooroe district, Rungpore, Juipigoree, Cooch Behar, Shahabad, and thr 


Rohardugga, Manbhoom, and Singbhoom districts of Chutia Nagpur.

providing another ‘school as a reformatory fof juvenile offenders had to be 
considered. It was proposed by the Inspector-General of Jails that the 
European jail buildings at Hazareebagh, which had become vacant, should be 
utilized for ‘nll juvenile criminals convicted in Chota Nagpore and Behar. The 
accommodation ready for use consisted of 118 cells, of which 60 cells were 
unoccupied at the close of the year. It was intended that the*training to be 
given to the boys should be similar to that in the Alipore institution, and that 
_ the boys should be brought up as carpenters, blacksmiths, market-gardeners 
“ and agriculturists.° The Supermtendent of the District Jail was also to be

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6. The progress in the education of the boys is reported tobe satisfactory 
They can all read and write in the vernacular, and eight of the most advancec 
boys have made considerable advancement in English. A second school-mastey 
was entertained from May 1883, ‘The Superintendent remarks that the 
acquisition of English, besides being a good mental exercise, should aid a good 
workman in obtaining a situation in ono of the large Calcutta or railway work- 
shops. So long as the instruction in English does not interfere with the main 
aim of the reformatory system, which is to enable the boys to earn their living 
by handicrafts, it is unobjeetionable; but it is not desirable that the course of 
instruction in the school eon tend to add to the already overcrowded ranks 
of applicants for clerkships. ° 

7. The value of the work performed during the past year is stated to 
be Rs. 1,528-2-7, and of this amount Rs. 631-12-3 were paid into the treasury, 
Ks. 180-13-10 supplied to other departments, Rs. 620-8-6 manufactured 
goods in stock, and Its, 95 outstanding. Besides this a well valued at Re. 260 
was dug. The total profit, including the value of the well, is stated at 
Rs, 1,186-9-4, an average of Ks. 24-7 per boy. The net profit from the 
garden was ls. 344-5-9, from carpentry Rs. €41-7-6, from tin-work Rs. 28-8-6, 
Carpentry is the principal industry taught in the school, aud there has been 
a steady increase in the profits. 

8. Dr. Cobb, the Superintendent, has taken great interest in his work, 
and the Lieutenant-Governor is glad to notice that Mr. Hill, the Deputy 
Senet is reported to have performed his duties in the most zealous 
and efficient way. The school has been under the regular supervision of a 
Committee, whose advice and assistance are cordially recognived by the 
Superintendent. ,

Read also— : 
The neers for the years 1881 and 1882, and the orders of Government recorded 
thereon. 
Owe to the sudden and serious illness of Dr. Lethbridge, the Inspector- 
General of Jails, at the commencement of this year, the Annual Report on the 
‘Jail Department for 1863 has been received five wecks later than in the preced- 
ing year. 

‘ %. The most noticeable points in the jail administration for the past year, 
as compared with that of 1882, are the considerable fall in tho death-rate of 
all classes of prisoners and a continued decrcasc in the daily average of the 
jail population. There has been a general improvement in discipline with a 
diminution in the number of corporal punishments, and an increfse of sentences 
of si solitary confinement, t.e., solitary confinement unaccompanied by 
reduced diet. In its financial aspect, notwithstanding a rise in the average cost 
of dieting prisoners, the returns show a diminished tota) expenditure, even in- 
cluding the ey. on new buildings by the Public Works Department, a decroase 
in the profit’ derived from juil manufactures, and an increase in the charge for 
establishment.

The- number of convicts admitted direct thus fell from 31,710 to 29,763, 
a decrease of 1,947, or over 6 per cent. In 1882, # ycar of low prices in 
in, there was a slight increase under this head as compared with the¢ fear 
receding it. At the end of 1883 prices began to rise, and there was appre- 
fenaion of scarcity, yet the number of direct admissions shows a diminution 
ster than has occurred in any year since 1880. This diminution in the 
number of admissions took place in 19 districts: in seven the decrease amounted 
in the aggregate to 2,080, ranging from 587 in Jessore to 211 in the 24-Per- 
upp On the other hand,. there was an incrcase under this head in nine 
Fiatricts, amounting to 1,055. It is difficult to account with exact certainty for 
these local fluctuations, which, it may be remarked, aro in no instance large. Six 
of the nine districts were in Bengal, and in these certajnly no apprehension of 
acarcity could have cperated in the direction of an increase of crime. It is most 
probablo, therefore, that these fluctuations are due: to causes more or less 
aceidental. Among these may be named the differing degrees of strictness with 
which the supervision over bad characters is maintained by different Mayis- 
trates, 4 diminution or increase in the expenditure oi locel capital in the 
employment of the day-labourer class, the strict or lax enforcement of local 
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laws, and the movements of criminal] tribes. Excluding, however, the increase 
in the exceptional year 1878, and a small nominal increase in 1842, the decline 
in the jail population and the number of prisoners admitted direct has, during 
the last eight years, been considerable and continuous. This result, the 
Livutenans-Ciecerios believes, is due chiefly to the improved material condition 
of the common people and better géneral udministration. The subject is one 
which, as the Inspector eneral remarks, affects police rather than jail admin- 
istration, but it is noteworthy, from a prison standpoint, as affording an 
indication whether the discipline in our jails has not become less deterrent to 
criminals than formerly. ‘Lhe table below shows the total daily average popu-

4. With a decrease in the gross convict population, as shown by the dail 
average distribution, the percentage of the total number confined in central jails 
has risen from 47°87 in 1880 to 55°91 per cent. in 1883, though the average 
population confined in them has fallen in the same period from 7,988 to 7,665. 
It will be the object of Government to continue to increase this porcentage, 
as tho central jails are healthier, and the work and discipline, under the 
supervision of specially selected officers, are better than in district jails, 

5. The decrease in the number of prisoners transferred, and of ‘those 
released under the remission rules, appears almost entirely due to the reduction 
in the number of prisoners, und calls for no special remark. The number of 
those released on medical grounds lias risen from 13 in 1881 to 41 in 1883. 
Each case was specially reported to Government for orders under sections 48% to 
491 of the Bengal Jai Riles. Jare wus taken that the provisions of these Rules 
were not used for the purpose of reducing the nominal death-rates of jails, but 
were applied in cases where it seemed the clemency of Government might fitly be 
exercised. Of the prisoners released on other grounds, ten seamen, who were at 
the time undergoing short terms of imprisonment for petty offences‘in the Presi- 
dency Jail, were discharged on the ae of the Port Officer, conditionally on 
their being immediately shipped and leaving Calcutta. Seven Bhootiysas were, 
in July 1881, convicted of a kidnapping raid into British territory, und sen- 
rsnoed to various terms of imprisomnent at Darjeeling. Of these, one died, and 
the sentences of the remaining six were remitted in May 1883, in consideration of 
theif good conduct and of their health having greatly deteriorated while in jail. 

6. In 1883 the number of prisoners transported beyond seas was 516 
males and 5) females, the total being 53 more than in 1882 and 95 less than 
in 1881. Of 678 prisoners received in 1883 for transportation, no Jess than 138 
were Niected by the Medical Board as unfit. Of these, 86 were from Bengal 
and 52 ¥rom other Provinces. The Medical Board rejected 62 in 1881 and 
82 in’ 1882, out of 728 and 559 respectively; while the rejoctions in 1883 
were over 20 per cent. of the total number of prisoners received for transporta- 
tion. Complaints have occasionally been received from the Port Blair 
authorities that persons unfit for transportation have been passed by the Board 
in Calcutta. On the other hand, Superintendents of Jails sometimes complain 
that the Board’s examination is too strict and the standard of fitness too high. 
The result of recent enquiries into this matter has been to satisfy the Lieutenant- 
Governor that the Medical Board perform their duties, not only with the abili 
which might confidently be fate for in such a body, but also with all possible 
edre and thoroughness. It is not possible that, among several hundred persons 
examined, discuses, the symptoms of which are obscure, should not sometimes 
escape detection by the Board at Alipore. The medical officers of the jails, on 
the other hand, lave every facility for the close observation of convicts sentenced 
to transportation. The number of such prisoners in each jail is fewstheir previous 
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history known, and the time for the observation -of doubtful cases greater 
than that at the disposal of the Board. The fact, therefore, that convicts 
whom the local medical officers have certified to be in good health and fit for 
transportation are so frequently rejected appears to indicate the necessity 
for greater care and watchfulness in the preliminary enquiries held before 
granting certificates. The Medical Board at Alipore will be requested for 
the future to bring to the notice of Government, through the Inspector-General 
of Jails, cases in which grants of certificates of fituess for transportation and 
freedom from disease are given on conspicuously insufficient grounds. The 
Lieutenant-Governor desires for the future to be assured that the preliminary 
examination of these convicts shall not be perfuuctory, but shall be such as 
will ensure the climination of at least the majority of uufit cases, the second 
and final one at Alipore by the Board merely checking and supplementing it. 

7. The total number of prisoners transported from Burmah and received 
ixto Bengal jails under the arrangements made im 1881 was, accord- 
ing to the last quarterly return of the year undet review, 70. Of these, 17 
were on the last day of the year contined in the Alipore Jail, four euch, in 
the Presidency and Midnapore Central Jails, three each in the Buxar Cential 
Jail and Gya, two in each of 16 other jails, und one each in Bunkoora and 
Darjeeling. Of the 36 Burmans receiyed in 138°, no less than five have died, 
of what diseases is not shown; while the one who, it was stated ine paragraph 6 
of the Resolution on the Jail Administration Report of 1582, had become insane, 
was transferred toa lunatic asylum during the year under report, Two eseaped 
from the Berhampore Jail, but were recaptured, and two more ntnapnd to 
break out of the Patna Jail. With the above exceptions, their conduct has 
been good, arld the Superintendent of the Buxar Central Jail has reported 
that the five Burmans confined in it are useful in manufactures aval cusy 
to manage. Still, as noticed last year, these foreign life-convicts are a 
difficult class to deal with, and in view of the‘probability that their number 
might in time become inconveniently large, the Licutenant-Governor, 
shortly after the close of the year 1888, represented the matter to the 
Government of India, stating that it was undesirable that more -than two 
of them should be confined in one jail, and asking that other Governments 
might be invited to share with Bengal the responsibility of a troublesome charge. 
The Government of India have replied that, although the Government of the 
North-Western Provinces and Oude had consented to receive 15 Burmese life- 
convicts amiually, and the Chief Commissioner of the Central Provinces had 
been asked to arrange for the confinement of five more, yet the total number of 
life and long-term prisoners in Burma under sentence of transportation had 
of late so largely inereased that the existing arrangement under which twenty 
aro annually sent to these Provinces should not he disturbed. ‘The number of 
Burmese convicts in each jail must necessarily therefore be increased. ‘The’ 
Tnspector-General of Jails has made no remark on the general behaviour of . 
these prisoners; but the remark of the Snperintendent of the Buxur Central 
Jail, above referred to, seems to show that, if properly and firmly treated,. the 
Burmans are amenable to discipline and may become useful workers. As more 
Burmans are received, it will be advisable to increase the numbers confined in 
central jails, as these are under stricter discipline, are more hoalthily situated, 
and afford less chance of escape than the ordinary district jails. In dealing 
with this subject in future administration reports the Inspector-General of Jails 
should give fuller information regarding the offences to which these prisoners 
have been most prone, of their general health and conduct in jail, and of the 
work in which they have been found most apt. 

’ The number of prisoners executed during the past year was 35, the same, 
as in that which preceded it. ; 

8. The revised form prescribed by the Government of India nf Resolution 
No. 19—1349-59, dated the 12th September 1382, shows the religion. age, and 
previous occupation of convicts admitted into the jails and subsidiary jails 
during the year, instead of showing, as formerly, these details regarding con- 
victs confined therein on the last day of the year. No comparison can 
therefore be made between the figures of the yedr under review and those 
of previous years. Of the total number admitted, 2°05 per cent. were Christians, 
40°82 Musulmans, 54:12 Hindus, 3-01 Buddhists and persons of other religions. 
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Qf the Christtans, 383 are returned as Europeans, 168 as Eurasians, and 68 as 
natives. The Europeans were, for the most part, confined for short terms and 
for trivial offences. . 

9. The percentage of male prisoners admitted, of ages between 16 
and 40, was 75°18; of those between’40 and 60, 20°89 ; of those over 60, 2°91 ; 
and of those under 16, 1-02 of the: total. Of the latter class there were 289 
admissions, of which 93 were into subsidiary and 196 into other jails. There 
are at present two reformatories—one at Alipore, the other at Hazaribagh—for 
the confinement of juvenile offenders. The report on the former for the year. 
1883 has beon received, and shows that there were 30 admissions during the year 
and 79 boys remaining at the close of that year. The boys were employed 
under instruction as blacksmiths, book-binders, cane-workers, carpenters, and 
tinsmiths, and good reports were received regarding the majority of those who 
had been released. From the report on the Hazaribagh Reformatory, the 
Lieutenant-Governor learns with satisfaction that the boys’ in it, now about 58 
in number, are working well, and that their behaviour is generally good.’ 
There is reason to believe that‘ the practice of sending children to jail still 
continues in spite of the orders issued on this subject. Of the 196 boys under 
the age of 16 sent to jails it can hardly be doubted that a considerable pro- 
portion ought to have been sent to the reformatories. There is accommodation 
at the Alipore institution for 100, and at the Hazaribagh, if necessary, for 200 
boys. Until these institutions are full no youthful offender should, as a rule be 
sent to a jail. The Inspector-General of Jails will be requested to bring to the 
notice of Government any case in which it appears that the orders on this 
subject have been overlooked or disregarded by Magistrates. The statement 
referred to in the last paragraph shows that of 28,398 male convicts admitted, 
16,688, or over 58 per cent., were of the agricultural classes ; but, for reasons 
already given, no comparison can bo made betweon these figures and those of 
former years. . 

- 10. There was in 1883 an increase in the proportion of sentences of 
from one to three months’ imprisonment as peered with 1882, the percentage 
having risen from 7:74 to 9°40. The Officiating Inspector-General of Jails, from 
observations-made as Magistrate, is inclined to attribute this increase to a ten- 
dency on the part of some officors exercising summary powers to save themselves * 
trouble by giving sentences of not more than three months in cases where the 
would, if not vested with such ponerse inflict more severe punishment. It is 
not shown on what precise grounds the Inspector-General bases this opinion. 
If a recourse is had to the summary procedure for such a purpose only, the 
practice is most reprehensible. As, however, only specially selected officers 
are vested with summary powers, the Lieutenant-Governor is not prepared to 
accept, without further proof, the conclusion at which Mr. Westmacott has 
arrived. Further enquiries will be made on this point. The incroased per- 
centage of short sentences is susceptible of the explanation that it is due to a 
larger ad phere of petty offences. The length of sentences has not other- 
wise greatly varied. 

il. The number of female prisoners admitted direct was 1,566, 113 more 
than in 1882, but the total number imprisoned was 2,463, being 219 less than 
in the year preceding. The death-rate among them rose from 55:2 to 72:3 
per mille, and the number of deaths in and out of hospital in 1882 and 1888 
were 41 and 36 respectively. The Russa Jail, in the suburbs of Calcutta, was. 
established for long-term femalo prisoners, before the construction of the 
Central Jails at Midnapore, Bhagulpore, Rajshahye, Hazaribagh and Dacca, 
when the female wards of the district jails were-overcrowed. ‘Sufficient accom- 
modation for female prisoners is now available ; and as scrious irregularities, 
the consequence of the difficulty of close supervision, had been brought to 
light, the Russa Jail was closed at the end of 1883. In future all female 
prisoners from Calcutta aud the 24-Pergunnehs, including those whose im- 
prisonment may be a A the Small Cause Court, Calcutta, will be im- 

risoned in the Alipore Jail, other female prisoners being confined in the 
ntral Jails of their respective circles. The average daily strength of the 
female convicts in the Russa Jail was, in 1883, 136-15. This jail has 
always been very unhealthy, the average mortality for the ten years previond to 
that under report having been 78°8 per mille. Under the new arrangements itis 
expected that the ratio of deaths among female convicts will sensibly diminish, 
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?. 42. The mumber ‘of ro-convicted prisoners admitted into jail was 3,540, 
or 11°89 per cent. of the total number admitted. In 1582 there’ were 3,439, or 
10:84 per cent. of the total. ‘The calculation of the percentage in former years 
of previously convicted prisoners being mude on the number of those in jail 
. on the last day of the year, instead of on the number of admissions during the 
year, no comparison of figures can be made with any advantage. Tho Lieute- 
nant-Governor believes that Magistrates, as a rule, do their utmost to ascertain 
the provious convictions of persons accused beforo them by calling for police 
enquiry and reports, and by sending the accused for recognition to district and 
central jails. The present system, however, is not perfect. The worst 
criminals are those whoxc offences are not known at their homes or in. the 
jails in their neighbourhood, who wander to distant places in the commission of 
crime, and, whch convicted, give fulso names and false places of residence. The 
previous convictions of such offenders it. is at present most difficult to trace, and 
their number will probably increase with the facilities of communiention, The 
efforts of the police in ascertaining and recording their antecedent histories might 
perhaps be much aided if Superintendents of Jails communicated to the 
police and to cach other the descriptive rollyp® persons suspected to be habitual 
criminals concealing their true names and districts, with the facts discovered 
regarding them after admission. ‘Though beset. with difficulties, the endeavour 
to secure sitisfactory registers of re-convictions deserves attention, The 
number of persons contined, in defyult of security, for bad livelihood has fallon 
from 689 to 612; that of persons imprisoned pending trial fell from 27,103 
to 26,091, the daily average being 1,065. The average period of detention 
of prisoners pending trial was i490 days in 1888, un tcrease of ‘08 days 
over the previous year, although the number of prisoners was 1,017 less. Mis 
is the more unsatixfactory because the proportion of petty convictions was 
considerably greater, as before noticed, than in the preceding sear ‘The 
average term of detention in the Ducca, Burdwan, Hooghly, Sarun, Gya, and 
Chuniparun districts has much increased in comparison with the previous year, 
though that in Dacea and [Hooghly was less than in ISS. Te should be the duty 
of all official visitors to jails to bring to the notice of the Magistrate of the district 
any case in which an under-trial prisoner has been confined for an undue length 
of time. Magistrates themselves, in their weekly visits to the jails, should caro- 
fully attend to this important matter, 

13. The total number of civil prisoners confined in the jails in 1883, 
including 221 remaining on the lust day of the previous year, and 3,290 
admitted during the year, was 3,511. Of these, 8,257 were released, 35 were 
transforred, one died, and one escaped, leaving 217 in jail at the close of 1883. 
The number ‘admitted was, however, 143 Jess than in 1X82, and the daily 
average 249-0 against 2527 in that year. This subject was referred to in 
paragraph of the Resolution on the Jail Report for 1882, During the 
past year there has been no increase in the number of civil prisoners, but. the 
reverse The necessity for considering the question of increased wecommodation 
for this class of prisoners does not therefore arise : 

14. The following table shows the expenditure incurred in 1882 and 
1883 on major original works, minor origmel works, and repairs :-— 
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The chief items of expenditure were Rs. 74,437 on the conversion of the Dacca 
District Jail into a Central Juil, Its. 57,977 on extending the Central Jail 
at Buxar, Rs. 22,474 chiefly on providing accommodation for female 
prisoners at Alipore, Rs. 9,459 principally on a residence for the Superin- 
tendent at Midnapore, Rs. 44,734 at Gya, whore a first class .district jail lias 
been built, Rs. 39,456 on a first class jail at the district of Durbhunga, 
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Rs, 23,324 on improvements in Purulia, Rs. 21,549 at Bogra, Rs. 18,549 at 
Sirngbhoom,-Rs. 7,173 at..Julpigoree, Rs. 12,020 at Lohardugea respectively 
for the construction of third chss jails: and for additions aud improvements, 
Rs. 12,497 at Darjeeling, Rs. 12,660 at Mymensingh, and Rs. 9,282 at Rung- 
pore The actual oxpenditure was little more than half of that in the year 
preceding, but most of the larger works begun in 1878 are either finished or 
approaching completion. Nothing has been done during the year on the addi- 
tional works at Chupra, Patna, Noakholly, ‘fipperah, Jessore, and Maldah, 
recommended by the Inspector-General of Jails in his report for 1882. Con- 
siderable alterations were, however, effected in the Khoolna jail, and progress was 
made in the musoury buildings at Manbhoom. The completion of the more 
important and more expensive jail buildings will, the Lieutenant-G overnor 
hopes, allow of funds being applied in the course of the next fow years to the 
additional improvements suggested. The subsidiary jails in the eastern 
districts are notoriously insecure, and the gradual substitution for them of » 
better class of buildings will have to be undertaken. With the completion of 
these projects, the requirements of the Jail Department will have been sufficiently 
met. The daily average nunbef @ prisoners emploved on jail buildings has 
fallen from 3,588 in 1682 to 2,591 in 1883, the jails at Dacca and Rajshahye 
alone showing an increase. 

15. The scheme of substituting warder guards for police in all Bengal jails, 
sanctioned in J8>2, ix not so favourably reported on by the Inspector-Gencral as 
for the two years*preyious to 1s83. "Their discipline is stated to be lax; there 
is a difficulty in obtaining reeruits ; resignations, dismissals, and desertions are 
numerous in different divisions. The Inspector-General, however, proceeds :— 
‘« Although there is much room for improvement in the warder force, I do not 
think them inferior to the police, for whom they have been substituted. 
I believe the police officers im those districts in which recruits are difficult to 
obtain, and discipline bud on account of sickness, find the same causes of 
complaint with reference to constables as those which impair the efficiency of 
the jail guards; and, moreoyer, it is reported in several cases that service in the 
police is more popular than that in jails, and it must not be forgotten that on 
account of the strict discipline in the jail guards when furnished by the police, 
and the comparatively few opportunities of obtaining irregular emolument, it 
used to be the custom to send coustables from the thanas to servo in the jails as 
a punishment. It appears to me, therefore, necessary to render the jail service 
more attractive than the poliee, and to give some compensation for the irksome 
discipline, the want of liberty, and the difficulty of making irregular profit, 
whereas J find the men asking in vain for the sune pension rules as the police. 
Iseeno hope of muking the jail warder service thoroughly efficient. until 
Isce thata recruit will rather enter it than enrol himself in the police. 
J think it worth considering whether the difficulty in obtaining recruits in the 
Presidency, Burdwan, Rajshahye and Dacca Divisions may not be met by 
giving recruits their choice between enlisting for their own division only or 
for.gencral service in the province, and by giving some extra pay to those who 
select the latter.” With regard to the question of pensions, the Licutonant- 
Governor has, since the close of the year, sanctioned the re-admission to the 
benefits of tho special police pension rules, on payment of arrears, with 
interest at 6 per cent. per annum, of the men transferred from the Police to 
the Jail Department as warders, who, since their transfer, have ceased to pa 
their contribution. The Inspector-General has also been asked to submit 
aseparate report on the subject of the pension of other jail warders for 
consideration, The proposal contained in the last sentence of the Inspector- 
Gencral’s remarks quoted above is also one which must be separately dealt 
with, and the Lieutcnant-Governor cannot, in the absence of details, express 
an opinion on its merits. The number of escapes from jails was 18, the 
same as in the ycar preceding, but those from subsidiary jails have increased 
from 7 in 1882 to 19 in 1858. In every one of the 13 escapes from jails, 
negligent guarding appears to have been the cause, and the Lieutenant- 
Governor agrees with Mr. Westmacott in the opinion that there is still some- 
thing to be desired in the amount of supervision over the warders, both paid 
and convict. Still, as remarked last year, the number of escapes from jails 
has groatly decreased during the last few years, and in 18$2 and 1883 they 
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were not one-twelfth of the number in 1872. When, too, it is considered that 
in 37 out of the 47 jails in Bengal there was not a single escape throughout the 
whole of the year under report, the general rosults dre quite satisfactory. The 
particulars given as regards tho 19 escapes from subsidiary jails show that 
these were largely due to the want of security in the buildings. Thirty 
officials, 27 salaried and three convict, were punished for neglect of duty in 
connection with the escapes of the year. Of the 32 convicts who oseaped, 
20 were recaptured, besides four prisoners who had eseaped in previous years, 

16. A scheme for dividing sleeping wards into cubicles for the segrega- 
tion of juvenilo offenders and the worst class of habitual criminals was 
approved early in 1883 for introduction into 14 jails. The cubicles are on 
the model of some referred to in the Report on the Administration of the 
Jails of the Madras Presidency for 1880, as Leing in use at the Madras Peni- 
tentiary, the beds being scparated by wire-netting and wooden posts. Only 
one compartment of a sleeping ward in cach of the 14 jails will at first 
be provided with the enbicles as an experiment. The Inspector-General of 
Jails has not stated in his report how far they have been introduced ; but if 
the results are as good as anticipated, the scherho will be gradually extended 
as funds can be made available. ' 

17. The state of prison discipline during the year is reported to have 
been satisfactory. The total offences committed by prisoners amounted to 
48,580, un increase as compared with 1882 of 10, and a decrease as com- 
pared with 1881 of 1,169 offences. ‘The ratio of total punishmefits to the daily 
average number of convicts has inereased from 320:77 in 1881 to 82818 and 
854°22 in 1882 and 1883 respectively. The number of convicts remaining 
at the close of 1882, and of those admitted in 1883, amounted to 49,639, 
and thus the’ percentage of convicts who committed offences was 81-4. In 
1881 this percentago was 76°7; in 1882, 774. The offences recorded during 
the years 1881, 1882, and 1886 are given in the following table :— 
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The number of offences punished by the eriminal courts has thus slightly risen 
as compared with 1852, though it isless than in 1881. Offences of smoking 
and possessing forbidden articles have much decreased, and unless this diminu- 
tion is due to non-detcetion, it indicates improved vigilance and honesty on the 


part of the jail warders. 
The following statement shows the punishments of the past three years :— 
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It is most satisfactory to notice that the great reduction which has heen made 
during the past two years in punishments by whipping and penal dict has not 


reeptibly bten followed by an increase iu the total uumber of punishments. 
Khe number of whippings has iallen from 8,252 in 1879 to 349 ; and the number 


of prisoners sentenced to reduction of dict from 16,314 in 2480 to 2,365. More 
than half of the Jatter punishments were for offences relating to work, 194 were 
for smoking and having forbidden art icles in possession, 112 for quarrelling and 
talking, 75 for insubordination and malingering, 74 for stealing and spoiling 


jail a The numbers of prisoners scr.tenced: to reduction of dict’ at

large, being 508, 413 and 298 respectively, and in two of them, the Midna- 
pore and Bogra Jails, the ratio per mille of deaths to the daily average number 
of prisoners was very high, * 

18. In reviewing the Administration Report of tho Bengal Jails for -1882, 
sand the Resolution of this Government thereon, the Government of India 
remarked as follows :— 

‘« The number of jail offences again showed an increase during the year 
under report. It is unsatisfactory to observe that these figures show no signs 
of diminution. ‘he percentage of breaches of jail discipline to the total 
number of male convicts as gauged by the statistics given in the annual 
reports has been excessively high during the last four years, and the propor- 
tion is far higher than in any other province. The high ratios of the years 
from 1879 to 18*2 are ascribed to the more careful registration of offences, 
and to improved supervision on the part of jail officers. ‘the Government 
of India are willing to accept this explanation ay accounting in part for these 
genorally high rates At the same time the Governor-General in Council 
is constrained to observe that the improved system of registration, on which the 

Inspector-Gcneral relies in explanation of the figures, has been in force now for 
some years. It is difficult to believe that, as compared with former years, the 
system has been worked so much more thoroughly of late as to account com- 
pletely for this general deterioration in the conduct of the prisoners. Iam to 
suggest that possibly the infliction in a- few cases of more exemplary punish- 
ments than are*ordinarily imposed might do something to reduce the number 
of petty offences. I am also to suggest that, in view of the fact that most 
of these offences arc in connection with work, some enquiry should be made as 
to how tle tasks imposed in Bengal compare with thoso in other provinces. 
There is gor ane some radical difference of system either in the manner 
of dealing with jail cffences, or in the character of the task work.” On 
recciving this letter the Lieutenant-Governor desired the Inspector-General of 

Jails, Bengal, to placo himself in communication with the Inspectors-General 
of Prisons, North-Western Provinces and Oude, the Punjab, Madras, British 
Burmah, and Assam, on the plan adopted in those provinces for the registration 
of offences. The result of the enquiries made confirms the opinion previously 
exprossed by this Government that the large number of offences shown in 
the jails of these Provinces, as compared with others, is duo only to the’ fact’ 
that all offences, however trivial, which may be brought to notice, are carefully 
and precisely recorded in Bengal, and that no penalties for such registered offences 
are ever imposed except under the orders of the Superintendent of the Jail. 
The Inspector-General observes that the great difference lies, not so much 
in the amount of task exacted, asin the fact that the system of recording 
offences adopted in Bengal is diametricaily opposed to that existing in other 
Provinces. We in Bengal consider an insignificant number of offences recorded 
as a direct indication of failure on the part of subordinate officials to measure 
tasks, examine the quality of the work, and notice offences against jail discipline. 
In most of the other Provinces it would seem as if a small number of offence 
is supposed to indicate good management......... As long as this view prevails 
in high quarters, Statement VI might as well be cancelled as an unnual 
jail return, for it can never indicate, even approximately, the truth as to the 
number of breaches of rules which have been committed during the year.” 
Dr. Lethbridge’s remarks are borne out by facts adduced regarding the task- 
work and punishments in the jails of other Provinces; and the practice of a 
detailed record duily of every kind of offence in the Bengal jails was tested 
and proved to he correct by the personal examination of the registers of all 
the juils visited during his tours by the Lieutenant-Govornor. The nominal 
increase in the percentage of jail offences to the number of convicts b 
when a strict record of petty offences was insisted upon. Before 1879 there 
were jails in which no record was mado of petty offences, the punishment 
registers showing that for days and weeks together there had been no offences. 
This nominal increase Aas been maintuined with no very marked fluctuations, 
except perhaps in 1880, ever since. It is an increase not necessarily or even 
probably in the number of offences, but in the number of those recorded. The 
period ut which this change was made coincided, it is true, with that at which 
the discouragement of the punishments of flogging and reduced diet for petty 
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offences began ; but that tho latter was not the cause of tho nominal increase 
is conclusively proved by the fact that the number of the lighter forms of 
punishment has not increased in anything like the ratio in which the number 
of these severer punishments have been diminished. ‘The Lieutenant-Goyernor 
is therefore unable to believe that the infliction in a few cases of more exemplary 

unishments than aro ordinarily imposed, as suggested by the Government of 

ndia, would have oy, appreciable effect on the number of petty offences, 
the punishments of which in a vast majority of cascs consist only of warnings and 
reprimands and similar expressions of censure. 

19. The percentage of convict officers, mule and female, to the daily 
average nutnber ef prisoners, increased from 7:02 and 695 ia 1881 and 1882 to 
7:06 in 1883, the increase being rather larger in the number of the male than 
of the femalo officers. The number of punishments inflicted on them was 
somewhat loess in the year under review than in that preceding it, being 1,473 
as compared with 1,578. The mark system is reported to work well, and to be 
understood by the prisoners ; but the averuge vemission gained by prisoners 
sentenced to two years’ imprisonment has varied very slightly during the last 
fivo years. 

20. The total expenditure for the year, excluding that on new buildings 
by the Publie Works Department, was Rs, 10,32,695, as against Rs 10,36,212 
in 1882. ‘This is the lowest expenditure since 1875, except that in 1681, when 
grain was abnormally cheap. The cost of dicting the prisoners, however, rose 
from Rs. 3,06,138 in 1582 to Rs. 3,16,649 in 18$8, although the daily average 
number of the prisoners confined fell in the same period from 16,155 to 
15,026; the, average cost of cach prisoner thus rose fom Rs. 64-2-8 to 
Rs. 68-11-7. The inerease in the cost of diet is chiefly due to tho great 
increase in the cost of cerculs, more particularly in the latter part of the year, 
throughout these Provinces The average prices of the chief articles of prison 
diet for the last five years are given in tue foflowing table :—

The general rise in the price of cereals was, however, not the only cause of the 
increased cost of dicting the prisoners. Vhe Inspector-Genecral also ascribes 
it to the more common practice adopted by medical officers in improving the 
food of prisonors whenever their health appeared to require it. Changes in the 
fixed dict-scalo were frequeut. Inereased expenditure on dict must, in the Lieu- 
tenant-Governor’s opinion, be a secondary consideration to the health of 
the prisoners, and, so long as itis not incurred without due cause, cammot be 
objected to. ‘I here appears noe ground for supposing that increased dict was 
in any case allowed unnecessarily. Indeed, as the Inspeetor-General remarks, 
the jails which show an expenditure above the average under this head were 
those in which the changes in the fixed diet scale were not only frequent, but 
had to be continued for mediedl reasons almost throughout the year. In the 
Ranchee Jail, the cost of animal food alone amounted to Ks. 700. In Lohar- 
dugga, from 23rd June to 31st August, one chittack of extra meat and vezetables 
were issued to all prisoners on account of the high rate of sickness and morta- 
lity among them. From 7th May to 31st August two clrittacks of dahi were 
issued to each labouring prisoner in lieu of dal. From Ist September one 
chitteck of meat or dahi was allowed in place of one chittack of dal. In the 
Julpigoree Jail meat was issucd twice and dahi once a week to.all prisoners 
from January to 17th July. In all such matters, subject to the Inspector-Gene- 
‘yal’s control, a large discretion must be left in the hands of the local medical 
- satherities. Excluding the Presidency (European) jail, the five jails in which 
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tne uverage expenditure per prisoner for diet compared with the year 188? was 
highest were—

21. The charge for establishment, which was in 1882 Rs. 3,76,450, rose . 
to Rs. 4,06,847. ‘Lhe increase was thus Rs. 30,397. ‘The scheme for the 
substitution of warders in place of police constables In reserve guards, which 
had already been carried out in 15 of the jails, was, in December 1882, sane- 
tioned for extension to the remaining district and central jails, Alipore 
excepted. The increase was also partly due to the opening of the new jail at 
Khoolna, and to an increase in the salaries of 15 of the warders in the reserve 
guard employed in the Presidency Jail, and other small items. ‘he expendi- 
ture on police fell from Rs 31,249 to Rs. 3,701 in consequence of their abolition 
as reserve guards. 

22. ‘he average cost per head of sick in hospital rose from Rs. 44-3-7 
and Rs. 50-10-11 in 1881 and 1&82 respectively to Rs. 55-13-2 in 1583, the 
increase being attributed partly to increased cost of provisions, and partly to 

reater liberality in the treatment of the sick. The cost of clothing in jails . 
Sacroused from Jts. 64,231, an average cost per head of Ks 4-3-9 in 1882, to 
Rs. 50,169, an average of Rs, 3-8-:0 in 1883, and is lower than any year since, 
1878, except 1881. The diminution was chiefly due to the smaller number 
of admissions and to the fact that some clothing indented for in 1852 was not 
brought into use till 1883. The charge for contingencies was Rs. 55,481, 
showing a small increase of Rs. 404 over the preceding year. The table 
given in paragraph 72 of the ag shows the average cost per 
prisoner in each jail in Bengal. The four most economically managed jaile 
are shown to be those at Jessore, Manbhoom, Pooree and Singbhoom, 
while the four in which the expenditure was highest are, excluding the Presi- 
dency Jail for Europeans, Darjeeling, Khoolna, Julpigoree and Dacca District 
and Central. It is doubtful, as regards the Jessore Jail, whether the economy 
in its management has been justifiable. ‘he Inspector-General reports that 
he finds that the prisoners have not been fed according to the fixed dict-scale, 
but almost entirely on rice and vegetables. The eunsequence of this has 
apparently been thut the prisoners have lost weight to a scrious extent, and that 
their clothing is very indtfferent. The Inspector-General, who has since visited 
the jail, has been requested to mako a full report on the result of his inspection. 
As regards the four jails in which the exponditure has been highest, the one at 
Darjeeling is of course eon Ea the Julpigorve Jail has been so during the 
past year owing to its unhealthiness and the consequent necessity for supplying 
the prisoncrs with increased rations; while in the: Dacca and Khoolna jails, io e 
quantities of vegetables have had to bo purchased. In both these jails, sertaint 
in the latter, it is expegted that the necessity for doing so ‘in future will 
be obviated. 

23. The decrease in the averaye number of prisoners sentenced to labour 
has been continuous for the last five years. In 1883 the number was 18,494°80, 
being 1,074-57 less than in 1882. Of these, 2,071 were employed: on: prison 
duties cither as officers or servants, 729 in gardening, 403 in preparing articles 
for prison use, 199 in jail repairs, 2,392 on jail buildings either under. the 
Superintendent or the Public Works Department, and 5,847 on manufactures. 
The only instances of extramural employment of prisoners by the Public Works 
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Department eppears to have been at Julpigoree,, where, in May 1883, sme 

risoners being sent into camp on account of an outbreak of cholera in the 
jail; 394 of them were employed in repairing some houses for their own 
accommodation. In two instances, at Noakholly and Cuttack, a small number 
of prisoners was employed by the Municipality. In consequence of the comple- 
tion of many of the larger jail buildings, fewer convicts were es pace | in 
building than in 1882, in which year the daily average number was 3,376, 
The rest of the labouring prisoners were engaged on manufactures, the percent- 
age of convicts so employed to the total average number being 43°32 as ayainst 
39°12 in the previous year. 

24. The new foim of statement prescribed by the Government of India 
shows the net cash earnings of convicts sentenced to labour, instead of the result 
of their employment during the year ; and the details formerly required regard- 
ing the value of raw materials, manufactured articles, outstanding bills, and 
other items of debits and credits are no longer required. ‘The foilowing table 
shows the cash earnings for 1882 and 1883 :—

The difference in cash earnings, therefore, between 1882 and 1883, as 
calculated according to the new method, is Ks. 48,936-8 in fuvour of the former 
year. ‘The result of the year’s manufacturing operations, however, calculated 
according to the method which has hitherto been in use as shown by the 
Inspector-General, gives a profit of Ks. 3,52,780 less by Ks. 1,09,289 than that of 
1882. The Inspector General observes—‘‘ Many causes have brought about this 
result. ‘be uncertainty that followed the Government of India Kesulvtion 
on jail manufactures has had its effect. ‘This has been pretty general, although 
. it has affected some jails, notably Bhagulpore, more than others. Then a very 
unfavourable market for gumnies, witha high rate for the raw material, 
has seriously lowered the profits of one of our most paying jails. The lower 
rates for printing at the Presidency Jail Press have also ruled for a whole 
year; hence the decreased earning at that institution.” The average 
earnings of the prisoners in the central jails varied from Res, 70-3 at the Presi- 
dency to 1 anna et the Dacca Jail, At the Alipore Jail the excess of credits over 
debits was Rs. 1,10,714-13, an average earning per prisoner of Ks. 57.9, 
being Rs. 32,350-3 less than in 1882. The price of jute was tlrough- 
out 1883 abnormally high, and the factory suffered in common with free labour 
factories. At the Presidency Jail the rates accepted by the Government. of 
India Press in their contract with Mr. Ellis have been in force since August 
1882. The total earnings umounted to Rs. 83,424-10, out of which Rs. 79,309-7-6 
were earned by press work. ‘The minor industries ‘vf the jail were wheat- 
grinding and the making of elephant gear for the Commissariat Department. 
At the Buxar Central Jail an average of 443°44, out of an average of 926-29, 
‘prisoners sentenced to labour was employed on manufactures. In 188% the 
normahprofits fell from Rs. 31,853 in 1882 to Rs. 17,337, the profit in 1881 having 
been ‘Re. 10,145. The bulk of the manafactures in thi jail arefrom Government 
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in the shape of polico and prisoners’ clothing. In 1882 a new industry, 
that of tent-making, was started; but it does not appear to have been as yet 
very successful. At first great complaint was made by the officers to whom 
they had been supplied of the inferior quality of the tents. Steps were there- 
fore at once taken to remedy the defects pointed out. The Inspector-Gene 
now reports that in this respect satisfactory progress has been made, and that 
the quality of the cloths, &e., now used is so good that the tents cannot be 
made for the contract rate. aud that this industry has been carried on at a loss. 
This, Mr. Westmacott thinks, will not continue, and that, when this manufacture 
has become more established and understood, larger tasks will be exacted, while 
a stricter economy of material will grow up with the experience gained from 
ecnstant practice. The profits of the Bhagulpore Central Jail are reported to 
have diminished owing to the home demand for carpets having fallen off and 
to dolay in the despatch of certain stores required for the woollen factory. 
The stores indented for have since been despatched from England. The 
outturn of coir-matting at tho Midnapore Central Jail, where it is the staple 
industry, is reported to be far in excess of the local demands, and the 
Inspector-General should consider whether it is worth continuing the manu- 
facture of this article if {ho demand for it is so limited, and whether some 
other industry might not profitably be substituted for it. At Rajshahye the 
decrease in the profits on castor-oil making is attributed to the increased 
rates for seed, with no corresponding rise in the contract rates for oil. The 
experiments in silk-worm rearing, commenced last year, are reported to have 
compktely failed. The Hazaribagh Central and the Hooghly District Jail 
show increased profits, the former in aloe fibre, and the latter in oil-pressing and 
bag-sewing. At Chittagong the jailor, who has since absconded, embezzled, it 
has so far been ascertained, Ks. 2,740-15-3, This embezzlement ho effected by 
non-payment into the treasury of money remitted through him, by drawing 
from the treasury on a forged bill, Sy non-payment to a creditor of the jail 
of a sum due for coal, and by fictitious sales. The exact amount of his defal- 
cations has not yet heen ascertiancd, and the Licutenant-Governor expects a 
further report from the Inspector-Gencral on this matter. It is so far evident, 
however, that these frauds could not have occurred had the Superintendent 
insisted on the submission of proper vouchers, and personally scrutinized the 
accounts. Instructions will he issued on this point on the receipt of the further 
report which has been promised by the Inspector-General. The difficulty of 
finding suitable, and at the same time fairly, remunerative labour for the 
prisoners in district jails has heen much increased by the now settled policy 
of transferring all but the comparatively short-term prisoners to central jails. 
Mr. Rivers Thompson will await the proposals of the Inspector-General. For 
the present, it will be sulicient for him to cail attention to the recommendation 
of the Prison Conference of 1877 that, so far as possible, district jails should 
be made branch manufactorics subordinate to central jails, the Superintendents 
of the latter supplying the former with work, and undertaking to dispose of 
their manufactured products, 

25. Owing to the annual deduction of 10 per cent. for wear and tear, 
the machinery account has been reduced, notwithstanding the introduction of 
some new machinery into the Darjecling Jail, from Rs. 5,22,108 to Rs. 4,99,808. 
The Government of India, by their Resolution No. 20—1406-19, dated 
22nd September 1882, prohibited the introduction for the future of steam 
machinery into any jail, and directed that no European machinery driven by 
tread-mills, capstans or other applications of convict labour, ae | be intro- 
duced in any jail where it 5 not now exist.. The Licutenant-Governor 
requested a reconsideration of this decision. No final decision has yet been 
communicated, and, as pointed out in the 6th paragraph of this Government 
letter No. 85—1), dated 21st April last, the jail manufactures in this Province 
are in some instances boing seriously affected. The Lieutenant-Governor can 
only repeat the hope already exprossed that the settlement of this important 
question may not be much longer deferred. udp de 

26. ‘The new Subsidiary Jail Code came into force from the commence- 
ment of the year 1883, and tie subsidiary jails are now directly under tha 
general contro] and supervision of the Inspector-General. The Sub-divisional . 
Officer is still the Superintendent acting under the inatractions of the District. 
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Magistrate, and bound to report to him all mattors of importance affecting his 
charge; but all correspondence relative to it, together with the bills and returns, 
is forwarded to the Inspector-General direct. The clerical work continues to 
be performed by the Assistant Surgeon or Civil Hospital Assistant at the 
sub-division, when appointed as Deputy Superintenuent. The Inspector- 
General reports that these changes have led to the more punctual and care- 
ful-submission of bills and returns; but that tho management of the sub- 
sidiary jails by the syb-divisional officers has not been so well attended to as 
could be desired. THe praposes therefore to issue a form of inspection 
report on the system of half-marginal answers to printed questions, so 
that the duty of supervising the details of management may not be 
evaded. The Lieutenant-Governor has no objection to Mr. Westmacott’s 
proposal, if the report is kept within moderate limits, and the questions aro 
limited to a few really important matters, and do not go too much into detail. 

«The average daily number of prisoners in each subsidiary jail during 1885 was 
only 8°3, and it is not desirable that sub-divisiofial officers, who have generally 
onerous dytics to perform, should be burdened with the preparation of unneces- 
sary forms and statements. For the rest, it is the duty of Magistrates of districts 
to see that the sub-divisional officers do not neglect their duties. The total 
number of prisoners admitted during the year was 25,€06 as against 28,186 in 
1882. The daily average number was 674°53, a deereaso of* 76-09 compared 
with the preceding year. Of these the daily average number of convicts was 
264-72, a diminution of 25°84 in the number in 1882. ‘the number of deaths 
of convicts fell from 13 to 9. ‘The averaye period of detention of convicts was 
7:06 days, and has only slightly varied in the last seven years. The perioda of 
detention at Palamow, Madaripore, Ungool, Bagirhat and Khondmehal ranged 
from 25°13 to 13°58 days owing to special causes. The number of convicts 
who escaped and were not recaptured was six against two in 1S82. Tho 
number of under-trial prisoners admitted was ‘11,816, a decreaso of 1,163, the 
daily average number being £07°32. There were four deaths among them, one 
resulting from cholera. In 1882 there were eight deaths. Thirteen escaped 
and were not recaptured. The under-trial prisoners were detained on an 
.average 12°58 days as against 12°88 in 1882 and 11°70 days in 1881. Hight 
subsidiary jails, viz. those at Chandpore, Raneegunge, Moousheegunge, 
Magoorah, Brahmunberiah, Ghattal, Attia, and Netrokowa show an @verave 
dotention of under-trial prisoners of considerably above 19 days, while the first 
two show an average detention of over 25 and 22 days respectively, and 
explanations will be called for from the sub-divisional officers concerned, ‘The 
number of prisoners who escaped from the subsidiary jatls was 4, of whom 19 
were convicts and 24 under-trial prisoners. Thirteen convicts and 17 under-trial 
prisoners were recaptured. The warders when in fault appear io have been 
sevorely punished. Many of the subsidiary jails, however, are constructed 
with merely wattled bamboo and plastgr, and are therefore so insecure that it 1s 
mattor for surprise that more escapes do not oecur. These buildings are, as 
‘funds become available, being gradually replaced by more substantial ones, 
During the past year the subsidiary jails at Qolooberiah, Gopalguuge, and 
Giridhi have been built of masonry, and similar buildings were in course of 
construction at Perozepore, Nowada, and Aurungabad The expenditare of the 
Public Works Department on subsidiary jail buildings was Rs, 98,029, 

27. The following table shows the expendilure on subsidiary jails for the 
years 1882 and 1483 :— 
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Out of a daily average of 215°66 prisoners sentenced to labour, 187-24 were 
employed on manvfactures. It is not stated what was the general nature of 
‘the work. The net profits are, however, stated at Rs. 2,297, a decrease of 
Rs. 57 compared with the preceding year. he employment of prisoners on 
arden, road-making, or other labour involving the removal of the prisoners 
from inside the subsidiary jail walls has been forbidden by the new rules. ‘The 
daily average number of sick was in 1883 only 7°13 as compared with 8:59 in 
1882, and the death-rate fell from 16°38 to 33:9 per mille among convicts, and 
from 17°2 to 9° among under-trial prisoners. ‘There was no change in the 
dict-scale during the year. The rules prescribed by Chapter IX of the new 
Code, respecting the guarding of these jails, are stated to have worked on the 
whole satisfactorily, though frequent cases of laxity and mismanagement came 
to light. The warders employed belong to the district jail establishment, 
and are liable at any time to transfer, the Superintendent of the district 
jail making all arrangements for granting leave other than casual. The 
Superintendents of the subsidiary jails at Kooshtea, Bongong Cutwa, Ghattal 
Contai, Serampore, Behar, Jehanabad, Buxar, Godda, Goalundo, Jamalpore 
Kishoregunge, Ungool and Bisipara, will be called on to explain the cause of 
the few inspections made by them of their respective charges during the 
ear. 
j 28. In paragraph 24 of the Resolution on the Jail Report for 1882, the 
Lieutenant-Governor, after referring to the steps which had of late years been 
taken to improve the health of the jail population, expressed the hope that they 
would “bring about a diminution both in the sickness and mortality in the 
Bengal jails in the current year,” #¢. the year under report. It is with satis- 
faction that Mr. Rivers Thompson notices that this hope has been realized in 
both respects. 
Tho vital statistics for the first time since 1878 show a great and 
decided improvement. ‘The following table shows the sickness and mortality in 
Bengal jails since 1863 :— 
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Thus, though the ratio of the daily average sick per mille was only 4:0 
less than in the preceding year, the ratio of deaths from all causes was 16-6 
Joss. The ratio of daily average sick was 7°7 per mille above the ayerage of 
the preceding 20 years; that of deaths was 97 below it. This seems to indi- 
cate cithor that the diseases themselves were not so severe as usual, or that the 
circumstances under which they were treated were more favourablé to recovery 
than before. The sickness and mortality among the prisoners in the Bengal 
jails have, for some years past, been the ey ey of most anxious attention on. 
the part of this. Government, and every effort has been made to improve: the 
condition of the jails and of their inmates. Large’ sums have continued tobe . 
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spent on improving jail buildings; the diet of the prisoners has bean varied ‘or 
increased whenever the health of the prisouers rendered this advisable ; a better 
water-supply has been provided; additional sleeping space has been allotted 
to the prisoners; and the severer forms of punishment have practically been 
abolished, except for the grosser offences. Extra-mural lebour—a form of 
employment not well suited to prisoners in these Provinees—has been sparingly 
resorted to, while the benefit of concentrating prisoners in the healthier 
central jails has been steadily kept in view. On the outbreak of an epidemic 
as well as on the occasion of an exceptionally high rate of mortality occurring 
in any jail, a special enquiry has been held, with the view, if possible, of 
ascertaining the auuses sal removing them. Ollicers in charge of jails continue 
to lay great stress on the argument advanced in previous years of the death- 
rate in our jails being largely affected by the health or sickness of the free 
po ulatton. The Licutenant Governor has, in the Resolution on the last Report, 
fully considered this matter, and he adheres to the opinion he before express- 
ed. He has already commented on the fallacy of instituting comparisous 
between the vital statistics of the mative army composed of men speciuly 
selected for their health and physique and the malaria-saturated lower classes 
of an unhealthy Bengal district, who, enfecbled by discase, are unable to work 
for their living, and are thus driven to crime. ‘Lhis is the class that) forms the 
bulk of our jail population in Bengal, and when the state of ¢dhealth of these 
people on admission into jail is considered, it seems no matter for surprise 
that the death-rate should be too frequently a high one, That this is not due 
to preventible causes in connection with the jails themselyes seems proved | by. 
the fact that, the mortality is always highest wnong the recently adimitted 
prisoners. This was referred to in paragraph 23 of the Resolution on the Jail 
Keport of 1852. It is again notieed by Dr. French in his report on the 
mortality in the Patna Jail during the year under report. As illustrating these 
remarks, the following table, exhibiting the stite of health in which the prisoners 
who have died during the last five years were admitted into jail, has been 
prepared. ‘This will show thet, during this period, there has been a cousider- 
able deerease in the number of deaths among those who were admitted in 
good health and an increase am ng those in indifferent and bad health. 
* The full significance of the te m vad health,” writes Dr. Lethbridge, ‘in a 
malarious district can only be appreciated by those who have Jind the 
misforiunc to deal medically with these cases. he opinion that it is hopeless 
to expect much improvement in the death-rate when the whole free population 
are more or less diseased is not limited to the medical profession, for 1 am 
constantly receiving the testimony of district officers and official visitors to 
this effect, An officer ou the eve of retiring from the service yoes so far as to 
recommend seriously that, instead of having jails in unhealthy districts like 
Julpigoree, Government should establish ‘penal hospitals’ for diseased ecri- 
minals.” One more fact may be adyerted to in support of the same theory. The 
Inspector-General remarks: “ It will Dt secn that the death-rate among under- 
trial prisoners in jails was 45°5 per mille, or only 79 per mille less than that 
‘among convicts. If we satay that the uvyerage detention of under-trial 
prisoners was only 16 82 days, and that they were not subjected to labour 
or penal discipline, some idea can be formed of the condition in which prisoners 
are received into our jails froin the outside population.”

The disturbance hung off the Bengal coast, and although very persistent, it 
varied to a considerable extent, showing thus some irregulurity in the conditions, which pre- , 
vented that regular rapid growth necessary for the formation of a considerable cyclonic 
disturbance. It apparently did not develop until the 80th, when a rapid*fall of the baro- — — 
meter commenced at Saugor Island, and continued until the afternoon of the Ist. It 
‘erossed the Balasore coast on that day, and advanced northwards as far as Central Behar, 

but gradually filled up with its northward advance. As it progressed landwards, genera 

ain commenced in Southern Bengal and Orissa on the 29th and 30th, and extended over 


vf the: whole Province on the Ist and 2nd.

A rise of 
upwards of a tenth of an inch occurred over the whole Province during the 24 hours preceding, 
10 a.m. of the 4th, on which day pressure was for the first time during the week above the 
normal. ‘The mean pressure of the week was below the normal pressure of the period by small 
amounts averaging °02” in Orissa, South-West Bengal and Behar, and was normal in Bast 
Bengal and Chutia Nagpur. 6 . 

~ Temperature.—The variations of temperature depend entirely on the rainfall at present, 
During the past week fairly gencral rain was received in every part of the Province, but it 
was slightly below the average amount of the week. Temperature has on the whole hence ~~ 
been above the average by small amounts, The excess of the mean temperature of the week 
above the normal, however, exceeded 1° only in South Behar, where it averaged 1-1°. Maximum 
temperatures exceeding’ 100° were registered at only two stations—Buxar and Gya. The
